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DECISION

This is a decision on the petitions filed on 27 February, 2009, to revive an application under 37 
C.F.R. §1 .137(b) as having been abandoned due to unintentional delay. 

The petition as considered under 37 C.F.R. §1.1 37(b) is GRANTED . 

As to Allegations of 
Unintentional Delay 

The requirements of a grantable petition pursuant to 37 C.F.R. §1.1 37(b) are the petition and fee 
therefor, a reply, a proper statement of unintentional delay under the regulation, and, where 
applicable, a terminal disclaimer and fee. (However, it does not appear that a terminal disclaimer 
and fee are due here.) 



The record reflects as follows: 

Former Counsel failed to reply timely and properly to the final Office action mailed on 29 June, 
2007, with reply due absent extension of time on or before 29 September, 2007. 

On 4 September, 2007, former Counsel submitted an amendment after final, which the Examiner 
refiised to enter and former Counsel-as one registered to practice before the Office — knew was 
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not as of right and not a proper reply if it did not prima facie place the application in condition 
for allowance, and on 1 8 September, 2007, the Examiner mailed an Advisory Action. 

The application went abandoned after midnight 29 September, 2007. 

The Office mailed a Notice of Abandonment on 5 September, 2008. 

On 27 February, 2009, Petitioner D. Andrew Floam (Reg. No. 34,597) filed, inter alia, a petition 
(with fee) pursuant to 37 C.F.R. §1.1 37(b) averring unintentional delay, a reply in the form of a 
request for continued examination (RCE) and fee and a submission under the provisions of 37 
C.F.R. §1.1 14 in the form of the previously filed amendment, and made the statement of 
unintentional delay. 

It is not apparent whether the person signing the statement of unintentional delay was in 
a position to have firsthand or direct knowledge of the facts and circumstances of the 
delay at issue. 

Nevertheless^ such statement is being treated as having been made as the result of a 
reasonable inquiry into the facts and circumstances of such delay. ^ In the event that such 
an inquiry has not been made, Petitioner must make such an inquiry. 

If such inquiry results in the discovery that it is not correct that the entire delay in filing 
the required reply from the due date for the reply until the filing of a grantable petition 
pursuant to 37 C.F.R. §1.1 37(b) was unintentional Petitioner must notify the Office. 

The record (including the petition filed on 27 February, 2009) does not necessitate a finding that 
the delay between midnight 29 September, 2007 (date of abandonment), and 27 February, 2008 
(date of filing of grantable petition), was not unintentional. 

Rather, the Patent and Trademark Office is relying in this matter on the duty of candor and good 
faith of Petitioner's Counsel D. Andrew Floam (Reg. No. 34,597) when accepting Petitioner's 
representation that the delay in filing the response was unintentional.^ 

The availability of applications and application papers online to applicants/practitioners who 
diligently associate their Customer Number with the respective application(s) now provides an 
applicant/practitioner on-demand information as to events/transactions in an application. 



A proper reply is an amendment prima facie placing the application in condition for allowance, a Notice of Appeal, or an RCE (with fee and 
submission under 37 C.F.R. §1.114). (See: MPEP §7 1 1 .03(c).)

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Out of an abundance of caution. Petitioners always are reminded that those registered to practice

STATUTES. REGULATIONS AND ANALYSIS 

Congress has authorized the Commissioner to "revive an application if the delay is shovm to the 
satisfaction of the Commissioner to have been "unavoidable." 35 U.S.C. §133 (1994).^ 
The regulations at 37 C.F.R. §1.1 37(a) and (b) set forth the requirements for a Petitioner to 
revive a previously unavoidably or unintentionally, respectively, abandoned application under 
this congressional grant of authority. 

Unintentional delays are those that do not satisfy the very strict statutory and regulatory 
requirements of unavoidable delay, ^id also, by definition, are not intentional.^)) 

As to Allegations of 
Unintentional Delay 

It appears that the requirements under 37 C.F.R. §1.1 37(b) have been satisfied. 

CONCLUSION 

Accordingly, the petition under 37 C.F.R. § 1 . 1 37(b) is granted . 



The instant application is released to the Technology Center/AU 2183 for fiirther processing in 
due course. 

Petitioner may find it beneficial to view Private PAIR within a fortnight of the instant decision to 
ensure that the revival has been acknowledged by the TC/AU in response to this decision. It is

regarded as abandoned by the parties thereto, unless it be shown to the satisfaction of the Commissioner that such delay was unavoidable.
